Every four years thousands upon 


thousands of the Inauguration rlBltors 
to Washington take occasion to view 
for the flrat time that stupendous piece 
of masonry—the Washington 
monu- 


ment. 
This Is the loftiest artificial 


structure In the world and 
IB a na- 


tional memorial to the Father of his 
Country. 
Although Congress as early 


ti3 1709 approved the plan for Its con- 
struction It was'not until 1833 that the 
raising of hinds'wW undertaken 'rind 
the corner stone was laid In 1848, with 
Masonic rites. By 1850, the shaft had

be said of boys reared In the midst of 
other surroundings. It Is the contact 
with nature that makes the Indelible 
Impression upon his life.

gain can come to the country at large 
than that which comes from the pro- 
motion of the love and appreciation of 
rural life.

the supplying flf Southern California 
with cheap fuel.

The coal deposits extend in what 
is 


virtually an 
unbroken 
line from 


the eastern boundary, near 
Grand 


Junction, in a southwesterly direc- 
tion nearly 200 miles into Arizona. 
The deposits crop out along the east 
side of Castle Valley from Castle gate 
to Grand Junction, and in the west 
side of Castle Valley from Fish creek 
to Emery, and down Muddy 
creek 


into Wayne county. 


There are four veins of coal 
from 


four to thirty feet in thickness, the 
veins lying almost flat, dipping to 
the northwest 2 degrees. 
So far as

bition'and Scientific Tests.

Stevens said that the Armour Car 


liine and Fruit Distributing Company 
sontrolled 80 per cent, of the Eastern 
markets and had power to drive out 
of business any fruit grower who op- 
posed tb>m. 
He went into details 


and showed how the 
scheme 
was 


worked. 
The distributing company 


had decided not to increase Its out- 
put this year, he alleged, in order to 
ceep prices up. 


The directors of this company met j exposition. 


once a week, Stevens said 
and Hxed 


prices of fruits to 
the growers and 


also the selling prices in the East. 
This concern 
absolutely 
controlled 


the distribution of all fruits in Cali- 
fornia, assisted by the Armour Car 
Line, and tne Southern Pacific. 


Stevens declared that the combine 
laimed this control was necessary to 
prevent a glut at any point and thus 
ruin any shipper who attempted 
to 


ell fruit independently. 
Growers 


and shippers 
were prevented 
from 


routing their own fruit, Stevens said. 


Attorney 'Jail of Los Angeles was 


recalled to answer question" regarding 
the charge that the Armour Car Com- 
pany was interested in growing and 
packing fruit in California. 
The Ar- 


mour company produced sworn testi- 
mony denying the charge. 
Call was 


unable to remain, but he promised to 
answer questions in writing.

Now he has broken oat 
as a full-fledged ornithologist and ia 
negotiating with the Lewia and Clark 
Exposition to give a series of lectures 
on the subject in the Auditorium on 
the Exposition grounds. 


In addition to this he has all the 


local scientists and 
aspirants for 


ornithological lore agog over a aeries 
of intensely 
interesting experiments 


which he has arranged to conduct in 
connection with the Exposition this 
summer. Under his direction it has 
been decided to conduct daily and 
nightly investigations into the habits 
of many strange birds 
which Mr. 


Davenport has in his own aviaries. 
Local scientists are to take shifts in 
watching the traits of the different 
denizens of the varieties at all hours, 
arid it is expected that much valuable 
information will be added to the ac- 
cumulation 
of animal-lore already 


recorded. 


To facilitate the experiments Mr. 


Davenport will bring to Portland the 
entire collection of birds and beasts 
from the famous Homer

is now at that place arranging for 
the shipment of his collection, which 
includes thirty-six varieties of pheas- 
ants, nineteen varieties of wild geese, 
all kinds of water fowl, storks and 
cranes.

EflVots ol' Typewriter, 


The invention of the typewriter has 


given a tremendous impetus to the dic- 
tating habit, especially among business 
men, 
says the Atlantic Monthly. The 


more ephemeral literary productions of 
the day are dictated, sometimes to a 
stenographer for transcription, and of- 
ten directly to the machine. In either 
ease the literary effects of the dicta- 
tion habit are too manifest to need 
elaboration. The standards of spoken 
language, which in the days of the past 
stood out in marked contrast with the 
terseness and precision of written com- 
position, giving rise to the saying that 
no good speech ever read well, have 
crossed over to the printed page.

watching the facial expression of his

writer. It is no uncommon thing in 
the typewriting booths at the caplto! 
in Washington to see Congressmen, in 
dectatlng letters, use the most vigor- 
ous gestures, as If the oratorical meth- 
ods o' persuasion could be transmitted 
to the printed page.

Railroads arid Progress. 


In his testimony before the Senate 


Committee on Interstate 
Commerce 


at Washington 
on May 4th, 
Prof. 


Hugo R. Meyer of Chicago Uniter- 
eif.y, an export on railroad manage- 
ment, made this statement:— 


"Lot na look at what might haro 


happened if wo had heodod the pro- 
test of the farmers of Now York atid 
Ohio and Pennsylvania (in the seven- 
ties whon grain from the West 
boifau 


pouring to the Atlantic seaboard 1 and 
acted upon the doctrine which the 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission 


has enunciated time and agftin, that 
no man raav he deprived of the ad- 
vantages accruing to him by virtue of 
his geographical position. 
We could 


not have west of the Mississippi a pop- 
uUtion of millions of people who are 
prosperous and are groat consumers. 
We never should hnve seen the years 
when we built 10,000 and 12,000 miles 
of railway for there would have been 
no farmers west of the Mississippi 
River who could have used the land 
that would hnve been opened up by 
the building of those railways. And 
if we had not seen the years when 
we could build 10,000 and 12S000 miles 
of railway a year, we should not have 
today east of the Mississippi a steel 
and iron producing center which is 
at once the marvel and the despair of 
Europe, because we could not have 
built up a steel and iron industry if 
there had 
been 
no market for its 


product. 


"We could not have in New Eng- 


land a great boot and shoe industry; 
we could not have in New England 
a great cotton milling industry; we 
could not have spread 
throughout 


New York and Pennsylvania and Ohio 
manufacturing industries of the most 
diversified kinds, because those in- 
dustries would have no market among 
the farmers west of the Mississippi 
River. 


"And 
while the progress of this 


country, while the development of 
the agricultural West of this country, 
did moan the impairment of the ag- 
ricultural value east of the Mississippi 
River that ran up into hundreds of 
millions of dollars, 
it meant inci- 


dentally the building up of 'grout 
manufacturing industries that added 
> o the value of this land by thousands 
of millions of dollars. And, 
gentle- 


men, those things were not foreseen 
iu the seventies. The statesmen and 
the publicmen of this country did not 
see what part of the agricultural de- 
velopment of the West was going to 
play in the industrial development of 
the East. 
And you may read the 


decisions of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission from the tirst to the last, 
and what is one of the greatest char- 
acteristics of those decisions? The con- 
tinued inability to see the question 
in this large way. 


"The Interstate Commerce Commis- 


sion never can see anything 
more 


thaa that the farm laud of some farm- 
er is decreasing in value, or that some 
man who has a flour mill with a pro- 
duction of 50 barrels a day is being 
crowded ouc. It never can see that 
tiie destruction of 
impairment of 


farm values in this place means the 
building up of farm valuer, iu that 
place, and that that Hhiftiog of values 
is a necessary incident to tho indus- 
trial and manufacturing development 
of this country. And if we Khali give 
to the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion power to regulate rides, we shall 
no longer have our rates regulated 
on the statesmanlike basis ou which 
they have been regulated in the past 
by railway men, who really have boen 
great statesmen, who renlly have boon 
great builders of empires, who have 
had an imagination that rlval« Ihu 
imagination ot the greatest pout and 
of the greatest inventor, und who 
have operated with a 
co.iruge and 


daring that rivals the courage and 
darir-g of the greatest military gen- 
eral, lint we Bhall have our rules 
regulated by a body of civil servants, 
bureaucrats, whoso beaettifig sin tho 


.i.'id over is that they novor ciiu 


//viHp u situation in tt litrgo way nnd 


v Jtli the grattp of tho atatesniuu; that, 
they never cau soo tho fact that
